U. S. puts freeze on troop withdrawals 


Hanoi blasts 
Saigon, hits 
peace delays 


SAIGON (AP) — The United States 
today froze further troop withdrawals 
from Vietnam pending the outcome of 
secret peace negotiations in Paris. 
A m erican sources disclosed. 
The U.S. 
Command said it 
had 
received no orders from Washington 
for further troop cuts after reaching a 
Dec. I ceiling of 27,000 ordered by 
President Nixon last August. 
But Hanoi again rejected Saigon’s 
dem ands for a pullout of all North 
Vietnamese troops and charged that 
the United States had broken faith by 
not signing the draft peace agreem ent. 
U.S. Am bassador William J. P orter 
told the 168th weekly session of the 
Paris peace talks: “ We had hoped, as 
you know, to reach an agreem ent 
earlier. We worked hard to bring this 
about, but the issues in this long con­ 
flict a re complex, as all recognize, and 
can neither be dismissed nor distorted. 
“ We reiterate to you our president’s 
firm intention to permit no avoidable 
delay in ending this w ar and entering a 
period of peace and reconstruction.”

Kissinger and Le Due Tho, P o rter said, 
"In this present phase then, we should 
respect each other’s problem s and con­ 
cerns, and we should have faith that the 
serious purpose dem onstrated and the 
major progress achieved will lead at an 
early date to a mutually satisfactory 
final result.” 
But Nguyen Binh Vv of North Viet­ 
nam told the meeting the United States, 
“ at variance with its statem ents, . . . 
has breached faith and refused to sign 
exactly on Oct. 81 the agreem ent which 
has been reached. Furtherm ore it has 
dem anded modifications in the text of 
the agreem ent.”

Spectators jam m ed streets in the heart 
of the city as five women leaped from 
the 15th floor of a burning building. 
Some wept, some prayed as helicopters 
raced with death to rescue eight men 
trapped on the roof. Four persons died. 
The women on the 15th floor of the 16- 
story 
building called 
for 
help 
as 
firemen tried unsuccessfully to reach 
them with extension ladders lashed 
together. 
“ We were three stories too short,” 
said Fire Chief Louis San Salvador. He 
said there was a possibility of arson. 
As the flames flicked nearer, the five 
women 
began 
jumping. 
With 
the 
horrified crowd watching, they plunged 
to a rooftop of an adjoining building 
a fall of eight stories. 
Each fall was accom panied by a 
scream from the crowd. 
“ The first girl ... fell straight,” said 
Mark Wheeler II. who watched from 
the street. "The others ... cam e out 
som ersaulting and hitting the edge of 
the building as they cam e down.” 
Pat Tynes watched from the roof of

plunged. 
He said firemen tried four times to 
shoot a rope to the women above, 
getting enough height, but aim ing wide 
of the mark. 
“ After each shot, they had to reload 
the gun. rew ind the rope and set up for 
another shot,” Tynes said, “ Time was 
so dam ned precious.” 
In still another attem pt at rescue, 
helicopter pilot Albert C arrigan tried to 
get a rope to the women.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) —- Nine persons 
were killed and 32 injured early today 
when a fire swept the seventh floor of a 
recently constructed 11-story home for 
the elderly. Fire officials said the blaze 
was confined to the seventh floor of the 
Baptist Towers in southwest Atlanta. 
They said most of the bodies were 
discovered in the hall. 
Fire Marshal Jim Seagraves said the 
fire apparently started in one room on 
the seventh floor and spread down the 
hail, igniting several other apartm ents. 
Officials at the building said it holds 300 
persons. Witnesses said several of the 
elderly persons panicked and fled down 
the stairs. 
"I heard all 
these people come 
panicking and scream ing down the 
sta irs,” said Louise Alexander, who 
lives on the first fhxir “ I could hear 
women scream ing, ‘Come and get m e.’ 
They just panicked. Some of them 
haven’t been out since they got here.” 
The $4.5-million building was just 
completed in April. 
One resident. Otis Brewer, who lives 
on the lith floor, said the fire started 
right at 2:30a rn. "A fire alarm like the 
buzzer on my alarm clock went off," he 
said. Waking from a sound sleep, I 
thought it was my clock. Then I got up 
and went to the door and I could smell 
smoke. 
“ Several of us got together and 
stayed at one end of the hall,” he said. 
“ We phoned downstairs to the office 
and they told us to stay where we w'ere 
until the firemen told us to leave.” 
Officials were still trying to d eter­ 
mine the cause of the blaze.

^Johnny, We Hardly Knew Ye’ 


The day after President ^ John F 
Kennedy was murdered about .50.000 
people promoted themselves to "in ­ 
timate friends” of his. I was not among 
them. 
.Although I was one of the earliest 
liberal academicians to sign on with 
Kennedy and we had cordial relations. 
I sensed that he was a man of few in­ 
timacies — and respected him for it. 
What distinguished him from most 
politicians was precisely this insistence 
on privacy, which is one of the most 
civilized virtues But it also created 
problems after his death because none 
of the books about him was written by 
an intimate friend, 
.\ow. nine years after that ghastly 
day in Dallas, two of the men who 
probably — family aside — knew him 
best have brought out a remarkable 
even-handed and evocative book, 
appropriately titled “ Johnny, We 
Hardly 
Knew 
Y e .” 
Kenneth 
P.O’Donnell was the President’s ap­ 
pointments secretary, trouble shooter, 
and 
political 
strategist. 
David 
F 
Powers was. simply put, his friend and 
therapist, the man who was always 
there, yet not there; who would listen 
when Jack wanted to talk, and sit 
quietly when he merely wanted silent 
company. 
Powers began with Kennedy in the 
1946 House campaign and was in the 
l)ack-upcar in Dallas; O’Donnell came 
aboard a little later. They were the 
core of the “ Irish Mafia,” as the press 
put it. 
TIMS .Ml’ST have been a hard book to 
write. I know the difficulties I have 
trying to write about my political ex­ 
periences, which were trivial by 
comparison. You come up against 
certain episodes and suddenly find 
yourself staring at the typewriter, and 
bleeding inside. 
But O’donnell and Powers (with the 
aid of J(X‘ McCarthy) have managed to 
avoid the nonsense about "camelot,” 
while at the same time giving us a clear 
picture of the development of an ex­ 
traordinary man. .Above all, they have 
flatly rejected the current passion for 
rewriting history to fit the polemical 
necessities of the moment. 
For example, there is a whole school 
of revisionists who are busy telling the 
reading public that actually it was John 
Kennedy 's cold-w ar fixation that got us 
into all our predicaments, particularly 
in Southeast .Asia. While O’Donnell and 
Powers do argue that Kennedy would 
never have gotten the United States 
into a land war in .Asia (and pass over 
the President's role in the Diem coup at

faced over Berlin, namely that, while 
the whole Berlin arrangement for­

University of Wisconsin Medical 
School suggests, 
among other 
things, that knowing what not to do 
may be as important as knowing 
what to do. "What appears to be an 
overdose,’’ he observes, “ may 
actually be an epileptic fit or other 
illness. You may do more harm than 
go(xl.” The hands-off advice appears 
sound. 
Benforado’s counsel is not wholly 
negative, however. On the contrary, 
he recommends this course; ‘‘If you 
encounter an unconscious person 
you suspect has been taking drugs, 
send someone for help. If you are 
alone, check for shock, bleeding and 
impaired breathing, as these must 
Ix* treated immediately. Then call 
an ambulance.”

on oil spills 


The Coast Guard is going to an 
awful lot of trouble well worth 
taking. The only effective way of 
dealing 
with 
the 
problem 
of 
deliberate 
and 
accidental 
oil 
dumping at sea is to do exactly what 
the (?oast Guard seems to be doing: 
utilize every available means of 
detection and followup as the basis 
for prosecution of ships that violate 
anti-pollution laws in U.S. navigable 
waters. 
It would be misleading to suggest 
that such an approach already is in 
being. However, the Coast Guard 
appears to be moving quickly in this 
direction. An airborne oil pollution 
surveillance 
method 
is 
being 
developed under contract by 
a 
private firm. When fully deployed, it 
will zero in on oil dumped or spilled 
anywhere in coastal waters or off­ 
shore. 
The system will routinely utilize 
radar and microwave. Once a slick 
is detected, specially equipped 
aircraft will be able to bring into 
play such additional tools as in­ 
frared 
waves 
and 
low-light 
television. 
Stored 
data 
will 
be 
available for use as evidence. Once 
operational, the system promises to 
go a long ways toward control of the 
oil spill problem.

to pay full water charges 


WASHINGTON (AP* — I ne National 
Water Commission 
has 
tentatively 
recommended laws to make water­ 
loo rs pay the full cost of federal 
projects which benefit them. There 
would be such diverse longterm results 
as higher prices for beef and lower 
prices for milk 
The 
com m ission’s 
executive 
director. Theodore Schad, told a 
newsman Wednesday the impact of the 
proposals would be “ less reliance on 
the federal treasury and more reliance 
on people paying for what they get." 
The over-all impact on the consumer 
would 
be 
mixed, 
the 
commission 
concluded, although Schad said it 
would tend to push consumer prices 
upward Water prices could go up, but 
there could also be more efficient use of 
water. 
Chances 
of 
the 
com m ission's 
recommendations being adopted as 
written appear slim. A series of public 
conferences are scheduled in January. 
The commission’s recurrent theme 
was that water should be priced at its 
free market value and that those who 
benefit from federal water projects 
should pay for them—with interest. 
In a L122-page draft report, the 
commission urged that the full cost 
should be recovered for such future 
federal projects as municipal water 
supply. 
irrigation, 
navigation, 
hydro-electric power, w ater-based 
recreation, municipal waste collection 
and treatment, flood control, drainage 
and shoreline protection. 
lf farmers had to bear the full costs 


of federal irrigation projects, Schad 
said in an interview, “ the consumer 
might be paying a little more for food, 
but on the other hand, he would be 
paying 
less 
in 
taxes 
to 
support 
irrigation and farm subsidies. 
User charges on industrial water 
from federal projects and on federally 
maintained water-ways could increase 
consumer product prices, Schad said. 
But he added that they might also 
encourage w ater-saving industrial 
processes and a more economical 
choice of transportation. 
Health care cost 
duplication hit 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Asst. U.S. 
Surgeon General Harald Graning said 
Wednesday Ohio could prevent costly 
duplication of health facilities and 
unnecessary services if the legislature 
would adopt the concept of “cer­ 
tification of need." 
G raning explained 
to an Ohio 
C om prehensive 
Health 
Planning 
Conference that the certification 
regulation would prohibit construction 
of new health care facilities without 
prior approval 
of health 
planning 
agencies. 
Ohio Health Director John Cashman 
said a task force appointed by Gov. 
John Gilligan to study the issue is 
expected to make recommendations to 
the legislature regarding the certi­ 
fication regulations by early spring.

Once 
honeymooners used it as a hideaway 
spot. 
Though rustic, Camp David is far 
from rough. There are comfortable 
quarters, a full staff of Navy enlisted 
men and recreational facilities ranging 
from a heated pool to snow'mobiles. 
Nixon has already used Camp David 
more than any of his predecessors, 
including Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
first

hideaway. 
But in his first term , Nixon also put 
into service an oceanside Western

Now preparing to open his second 
term, Nixon says there will be even 
more activities, meetings and major 
decisions at Camp David over the next 
four years.

Nixon works before a massive stone 
fireplace, apparently inspired by a 
splendid view of the mountain. 
Complete privacy and seclusion is 
provided at Camp David, which covers 
a restricted area of 134 acres within a 
6,000-acre tract of national and state 
parkland.

The newest wonder from the Land of 
instant image magic — long rumored, 
eargerly awaited hut kept under strict 
security wraps — has been publicly 
unveiled. It's a camera that produces 
an instant dry print that automatically 
and magically develops into a finsihed 
color photo out in the open, in minutes, 
while you watch 
Land is Dr. Edwin H. Land: 63. in­ 
ventor. 
founder,

research director of Polaroid Corp . 
Cambridge. Mass. 
His newest wonder is the SX-70. a 
Polaroid camel a of a new size and 
shape, using a revolutionary system of 
instant color picture making unlike any 
seen before. 
The SX-70 is now on sale in southern 
Florida, in time for consumer reaction 
this Thanksgiving and for the gift- 
giving C hristm as season. It will 


become available nationally, officials 
say. early in 1973 as production gets 
into high gear. 


WHAT M AKES the SX-70 so special? 
Everything about it . 
.it doesn’t look 
like am camera we've known; doesn't 
act like any camera we've known; 
doesn't 
produce pictures 
like 
any 
camera we've known. Its whole con­ 
cept 
is 
radically 
new 
. . . 
yet 
remarkably simple for the user. 
Here is what it s like and what it 
does, in a nutshell; 
Size: about that of a paperback book. 
1 x 4 x 7 inches, when closed. When 
open 
by pulling the top viewfinder 
housing upward — its profile has a 
triangular shape with the viewfinder a 
smaller triangle on top. It weighs only 
24 ounces. 


OPERATION: The four-elem ent 
glass lens focuses from IO inches to 
infinity. 
Looking 
through 
the 


viewfinder eyepiece, the photographer 
sees what the lens sees via a complex, 
computer - calculated system of in­ 
ternal mirrors. When he presses the 
red shutter button, he sets into motion a 
series of mechanical, optical, chemical 
and electronic micro-circuit activities. 
First, a hinged Fresnel reflector 
mirror goes no. permitting the sub­ 
ject s light rays to reach the film 
surface for a properly computed ex­ 
posure. Then the Fresnel reflector 
returns to place for further view ing and 
picture taking. 
Secondly, a tiny motor, inside the 
camera, propels the just-exposed film 
through two steel rollers, rupturing a 
pod of reagent in the film unit, and it 
comes out of the camera. In 1.5 seconds 
it is projecting from the camera but it 
doesn't look like a film. 
It’s a dry, stiff, flat paper print with a 
tough, protective, clear plastic skin. It 
has emerged by itself without pullig or 
peeling, without a gooey mess or 
debris. You can touch it, soak it, drop it 
. . 
it won’t be damaged. 
The paper print has a 3>winch square 
area which is blue-green in color due to 
the squeezed reagent. This is actually 
an opaque color curtain — sort of a 
chemical darkroom — and under its 
shield a frenzy of chemical activity is 
automatically taking place with the 
color photo developing. It is visual 
magic for as the process proceeds, the 
shield gradually dissolves and the color 
photograph emerges until 
it is a 
completely saturated color image seen 
against a reflective white pigment. 
Time involved: about six minutes. 


NEW WONDER of instant image magic, the SX-70 Land 
camera introduces a new size, shape and picture-making 
process to the Polaroid camera and film field. Here, with GE 
FlashBar unit in position, a print emerges, below, without 
pulling, peeling or leaving goo or litter. That print will 
develop automatically into a completely finished color 
photograph in minutes as you watch. 


FILM PACK and Battery Power: 
One of the radical innovations in the 
SX-70 is that each fresh 10-print film 
pack contains a built-in, wafer-thin, 
fresh six-volt battery. This provides all 
the power to compute exposure, run the 
motor which ejects the prints and set 
off flashlamps. Putting a new film pack 
into position automatically ensures 
fresh power. 
Flash: General Electric’s significant 
contribution was to design and produce 
a unique 10-flash unit called “FlashBar 
IO.’’ It’s a compact plastic capsule with 
a light blue cover containing IO tinier 
but more powerful flashlamps, each in 
its own reflector and arranged in two 
rows of five, back-to-back.

strip leaves but not kill forests. 
In another area of the small garrison, 
the Army has installed a computer to 
help it control costs and make labora­ 
tory diagnoses at its large hospitals 
around the country. 
In the large, new laboratory of the 
Army Medical Research Institute of 
Infectious Diseases, nearly 500 persons 
work to isolate viruses — they don’t use 
the word germ at Ft.

D UBLIN’ (AP) — The Irish and 
British 
governments 
pressed 
exhaustive investigations today into 
the introduction of Soviet-made rockets 
into the fighting in Northern Ireland.

The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
QI My child is co-ow’ner of my 
savings bonds. Does this mean that he 
is taxed on one-half of the interest? 
A) No. It a child is named as co­ 
owner of U.S. Savings Bonds bought 
and paid for by his parent, interest on 
those bonds is taxable to the parent. 
I his applies even if the parent 
permits the child to redeem the bonds 
at or before their maturity, and to keep 
the entire proceeds. However, interest 
on such bonds bought solely in the 
child's name is income to the child, 
even if the parent paid for them and is 
named as beneficiary. 
The interest is included in the child’s 
income in the year the bonds mature or 
are redeemed, unless he has elected to 
report the interest income as it accrues 
annnually. IRS Publication 576, “ Tax 
Information on United States Savings 
Bonds,” furnishes additional in­ 
formation. A free copy may be ob­ 
tained from your IRS district office. 
Q) What is the Social Security tax 
rate for 1972? 
A) The current social security tax 
rate is 5.2 percent for both employers 
and employees. This tax rate applies to 
a maximum wage base of $9,000. This 
means that an individual will generally 
pay up to $468 in social security tax in 
1972. 


Q) My employer pays the premiums 
on a group-term life insurance policy 
providing $20,000 worth of coverage for 
each of his employees. Can I be taxed 
on the premiums? 
A) No. The only time such premiums 
must be included in your income is if 
the coverage of the group-term life 
insurance exceeds $50,000 and then 
only the cost of the policy in excess of 
the amount charged for this coverage 
is taxable. 


Q) Can a farmer's livestock qualify 
for the investment credit? 
A) Yes. Livestock other than horses 
acquired after Aug. 15, 1971, or before 
Aug. 16, 1971 (if ordered after March 
31, 1971), qualifies for the investment 
credit.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Consumers 
paid slightly less for beef last month 
but a 
record high 
for 
pork, 
the 
Agriculture Department reported 
yesterday. 
For the second consecutive month, 
there was a small decrease in the 
general retail cost of food. The market 
price of a basket of foods produced on 
U.S. farms decreased 0.2 per cent in 
October, following an 0.1 per cent 
decrease in September. However, the 
October cost was 5.8 per cent more 
than a year ago. 
Pork, the second most popular meat, 
again climbed 
to a 
record price 
average of 87.5 cents per pound, up I 


per cent from September and 22.7 per 
cent more than a year ago. The share 
returned to farmers was 44.4 per cent 
more than a year ago. 


The middleman share for pork was 
37.4 cents pen' pound, an increase of 8.7 
per cent over September. 


The October retail price of beef, an 
important indicator in the cost of 
living, was slightly less than $1.13 per 
pound average of all cuts. That in­ 
cluded both hamburger and steak. The 
price declined 0.1 per cent from last 
month. Average beef prices were 4.5 
cents per pound less than the record 
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October 


high last .July. 
Last week the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said take-home food in Oc­ 
tober rose 0.1 per cent from September. 
Hie Agriculture Department report 
covers only food produced on American 
farms and does not include imported 
items and seafood products.

RIO D E JA N E IR O 1 AP) — When the 
Brazilian 
government 
set 
up 
a 
nationwide soccer lottery two years 
ago, one of its unwritten objectives was 
to eliminate the “ Jogo do hicho,” the 
so-called animal game numbers racket 
which has plagued authorities here for 
nearly IOO years. 
But 
a 
recent 
newspaper 
survey 
showed that despite the fact the soccer 
lottery had attracted a total of $80 
million in bets, the animal game was 
still going strong. 
“Give me a hut in the jungle and two 
Brazilians,” a harassed police com­ 
missioner said during the racket’s 
heyday, “ and you’ll find one man in the 
hut running the animal game and the 
other hacking his way through the 
woods to place a bet.” 
In the “ jogo do bicho,” animals 
symbolize numbers. People who can't 
read or write or add or subtract still 
can make bets, by putting their money 
on the horse or the bull or the monkey 
whichever they feel is lucky. There 
are 25 animals, each covering four 
numbers from 1-100. 


IN THE old days, numbers sellers 
bribed cops as a routine business 
practice and in one state even sup­ 
ported a school lunch program in ex­ 
change for the state police’s promise to 
let them alone. 
The military-run government that 
took power in Brazil in 1964. however, 
got tough with the “ jogo do bicho” and 
began sending numbers sellers to an 
island penal colony in the Atlantic 
Ocean. 
The government then undertook a 
public relations campaign to promote 


existing legal state and federal lot­ 
teries and in 1970 started the soccer 
pool. Soccer is Brazil’s national sport, 
and practically every Brazilian con­ 
siders himself a soccer expert. 
Thirteen games are on each week s 
card. No point spreads are given, but 
the bettor must decide which team will 
win each game or it it will be a tie. 
Thirty per cent of the money taken in 
is paid in prizes — tax free. The rest 
goes for government sports and edu­ 
cational programs, charities and 
dealers’ commissions. 


T H E 
P R IZ E is split among the 
bettors who pick the most games right. 
Sometimes hundreds of people call all 
IJ games right. Once, however, 
Eduardo Teixeira. 
a 
23-year-old 
worker in a thread factory, was the 
only person in the country to guess all 
the games correctly. He got $2 million 
said to be the biggest single lottery 
prize in history. 
Meanwhile, the “ jogo do bicho” 
made a comeback. As former numbers 
racketeers got out o f prison, they 
slowly re-established their shattered 
betting networks. The daily animal 
game turnover in Rio has climbed to an 
estimated $120,000, jumping to $250,000 
on Wednesdays and Saturdays, when 
the winning numbers are revealed. 


Numbers sellers believe there are 
several reasons for the racket’s 
comeback and its peaceful coexistence 
with the soccer lottery. 
“ The soccer pool has helped us a 
lot,” one racketeer said. “ People who 
started betting on the games on the 
weekends got betting fever and wanted 
to bet every day. We were there to help 
them.”

Court OKs 
trial setup 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A person 
charged with murder can also be tried 
and convicted of separate offenses 
stemming from the same act, the Ohio 
Supreme Court ruled today. 
The court 
upheld a 
three-count 
conviction and sentence against Robert 
Strozier of (’leveland, found guilty of 
the Jan. 18, 1970 slaying of Katharine 
Kendall, 71. 
Strozier also was found guilty and 
sentenced for two other offenses— 
killing while atte.mpting rape and 
killing while attempting robbery. 


A Common Pleas Court sentenced 
him to death on the rape charge and to 
life imprisonment on the other counts. 
The Supreme Court earlier reduced the 
death ptmalty to life as the result of a 
US. Supreme Court decision that 
declared capital punishm.ent, in most 
cases, unconstitutional. 


Strozier argued unsuccessfully that 
the low'er court erred in submitting all 
three counts of the indictment to the 
jury that found him guilty.
